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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of invention as shown in F. 1-10 in the reply filed on 
6/25/2009 is acknowledged. 

Claims 40-43 and 46-54 read on the elected invention. Claims 1-39, 44-45 read on non- 
elected inventions are withdrawn from further consideration. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Independent claims 40, 48 and 52 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
based on a disclosure which is not enabling. A step of applying a suction source to draw the 
tissue against a distal of a shaft and against effector mechanisms is critical or essential to the 
practice of the invention, but not included in the claim(s) is not enabled by the disclosure. See 
In re Mayhew, 527 F.2d 1229, 188 USPQ 356 (CCPA 1976). It is not clear that one can grip the 
tissue without the step of applying the suction source as shown in F. 8. 

Claims 41-43, 46-47, 49-51, 53-54 depend on independent claims 40, 48 and 52 are 
also rejected for the same above reason. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 



The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 
1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 
2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 52-53 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Deem et al.- 
7,288,099 B2. 

As to claims 52-53, Deem-'099 (F 16A-16B; C 15, L 5-44) discloses a method of rotating 
a stomach wall to create a neoesophagus 314 and wrapping the stomach wall around the 
neoesophagus 314 substantially as recited in the claims.
